Other Delusions

Editor Clarion : Since Prof. Hutson's
clear statements about certain delusions in
last week's Clarion, I have learned that at
last one worthy ciilzen of the State has
heard other delusive statements regarding
the University, which amount to this, that
there has been a serious ''falling off in the
attendance"' upon the University, and that
this isdue to the "great dissipation and im-

morality" among the students, and the
great amount of drunkenness in Oxford,
"although a strictly prohibition town."

It is a fundamental mistake to say that
the attendance at the University has fallen
off. Be it remembered lhat there has been
some sort of a preparatory department at
the University every year since the late
war, and in some years previous to that
period. 2ow an examination ot the hg
ores in the catalogues on file shows the fol
lowiugacs about attendance, law students
not being counted because the law-scho- ol

has not always been iu operation :

1st. Tbe average annual attendance from
the beginning in 1818 to 1876, counting all
except law students, was 200.

2d. The average annual attendance from
1876 to 1886, counting all except law stu-

dents, was 271.
3J. The following figures show for the

last ten years the total attendance, the
number of preparatory, and the number of
university students : .

The Bulgarian Crisis.

Prince Alexander having returned to
Bulgaria, telegraphed the Czar renewing
his pledges of loyalty and assuring him t

of bis devotion to the Lzir a august
person, and a willingness to surrender to
him bis crown on demand. To thisser
vile message the Czar replied thatbecould
not approve of Alexander's return to

Dulgaria, and that he must decide his
own course. Ibis was the diplomatic
way of telling him that he must "step
down and out," which Alexander has
proceeded to do without unueefssaay
delay; and the man who last week was a

hero, ia now a dethroned prince,
-- ith

none so poor as to do him reverence.
The three emperors are acting in con

cert with reference to Bulgarian affairs,
and it is presumed that the course mat-

ters will take has already been (planned
andjthat Russia will furnish the new ruler
for Bulgaria. England, however, claims
that the disposition to be made of the
questions involved, must be settled by a
conference of the Powers.

The 0'reat Eartha uake

The severest eatlhquake on record in

the United States, was that feU on

August 31. From a telegram sent by
1'rof. Powell, of the Geological Survey,
to the Secretary of the Biitish Associa-

tion for the Advancement of Scieuce, we

gather the following facts:
The earthquake originated along the

on the eastern flanks of

the Appalachian range. Might pre
monitory shocks were felt in the Caroli
nuf for several days, a moderately
severe shock occurring near Charleston,
August 27 and 28. The principal shock,
caui-in- great destruction in Charleston,
originated in central North Carolina,
August 31, 9:50 p. ni., 7oth meridian
time. Thence the shock spread with
great rapiiiy iu all directions, with ve

locity varying from twenty-liv- e to sixty
five miles a minute, over 900,000 square
miles, or one-fourt- of the United States,
embracing twenty-eigh- t States, from the
Ouif of Mexico to the Oreat Ltkes and
Southern New England, at.d from the
Atlantic seaboard to the central Missis

sippi valley. Halt of Charleston is in
ruins, and more than forty lives are lost.
A second moderately severe shock was
fel t at Charleston at 8:25 a. ni , Septein
hpr 1 satifl minnr r.avo followed
at increasicg intervals. The principal
shock was felt over this vast area within
fifteen minutes.

The people throughout those portions
of South Carolina and Georgia, near the
seaboard, have been in a constant state of
excitement and fear since the first shock
was felt, as there are many wiseacres
who say that the worst has not yet hap
pened. At Charleston there is much dis

tress, many of the people beins home
less. Tents are being gathered there
from all quarters, to furnish temporary
homes, and from all the large cities
money contributions are being forward
ed to protect against greater sufTerm

than has already been experienced.
The shock was felt by many persons

in this State, but it was so slight that i

passed unnoticed by ail except those

whose positions gave them special ad
vantages for observing it.

Now, gir, if one will read between the
lines that io 1878 the Board of Trustees
hail just made tuition free, and that we had
a three years' preparatory course : that
short time afterwards the A. & M. College
opened ; and that within the last two years
me preparatory course nere has been grad-
ually reduced to one year, it will be seen
that the University has no apology to make
for a falling off iu alteudatu e, Dimply be-
cause there has been no falling off. except
in that department, in which the Board of
trustees iias seen ht, no doubt for good
reasons, to curtail ihe course of iaxirnc- -
tion from three years to ore.

But the two reasons assigned for a fan
cied Jailing off in attendance, viz: the
great dissipation and immorality aiuongthe stndeni. and the large amount ol

Since 1 have known
the institution, and especially in late years,
a large majority of them are poor, acd are
in earned abont getting an education. These
young men have no lime for dissipation.
Select an equal number of joong men from
this Stale, place them in comparison with
tbe students of the University as a bodv,
and no friend of this instilatton need
blush. Nr is there need to blu-- h when
sous of Mississippi, at her State Universi-
ty, are compared with students in other
Colleges. My own observation, and that
of my colleagues who have taught else-
where, proves this statement.

Now, about tbe town of Oxford. The
above reference to it sounds very much like
a campaign statement in a wet and dry
election. Any unprejudiced person, who
knows anything of tbU community, will
pronounce it absurd. The steady growth of
iie town, its thrift and business prosperity,
its schools and churches, are an evident re-
futation of the slander. Oxford can chal-
lenge comparison with any town in the
country as to tbe moral tone of its people.
Many citizens from other parts of the State
have made this their home on account ot
tbe advantages it offers in its schools and
churches. There are no haunts of rice of
any description tolerated by the authori-
ties or by public sentiment, and a drunken
man on the streets U ntek a rarity, that this
fact may account for the otherwise ground-
less slander.
